Georgian,” and it is 
a threat constantly made usc of in terrorem 
and. the state of Georgia is always designat- 
ed We.are.also most of us well acquainted 
with the severity of the laws of Georgia 
against teaching the slaves to read or write, 
and sagainst their holding any religious 
meetings, &c. - It is to be feared then, that 
as we hear frequently of such horrid bar- 
barities being committed in the neighbour- 
hood of the populous towns in Georgia, that 
the reason’ ghat we'do not hear of so many 
being committed in that state is more to be 

attrituted to the fear sof publishing such: 
crimes, or to their being 20 common as to 

pass almost without notice ; than to their 

not taking plac® at all. oe 

We remember an instance within a few 
years which took place in oneof the southern 
slave-holding ‘states which placed in a very 
striking light the depravity of heart and the 
cruel, inhuman feelings which slavery has a 
tendency to produce. 

A run away slave was restored to his 
master by a perfect stranger, and the reward 
for his service claimed by this monster was 
to have the plcasere of whipping the slave 
himself. The proposition was accepted by 
the master, and the slave was tied to a log 
and this monster in the haman form whipped 
him to deathin the presence of his master. 

Scarcely was the ink dry that recorded 
the unfeeling butchery of a human being 
ander the sanction of the law, when our ears 
are shocked by an account of a murder not 
more inhuman, by individual authority: Itis 
true thatthe whole community ought notito 
be condemned fer the misconduct of an in- 
dividual ; bat when we find that the proceed- 
ings against the inhuman wretch was simply 
to hold him to bail, we know that his punish- 
ment must be very slight, if any thing —per- 
haps to pay five shillings fine, or be “ reftri- 
manded,” of some other: trifling censure, 
which is a mockery of justice. 

Humanity shuddezs at these accounts. 
And let us lay our hands on our hearts anc 
our mouths in the dust and ask ourselves if 
we are not verily guilty concerning these 
things. - 

Are we not represented in the National, 
Legislature by a known advocate for slavery ? 
and have we taken suitable steps to correct 
‘this misrepresentation of our feelings. 

Have we not with indefatigable industry 
collected a considerable sum of money, of 
the hard earnings of freemen, and voluntarily 
sent the same to be distributed at a place 
where the rights of humanity of one class of 
their citizens are ver$ little regarded, with- 
out taking any measures to have an equitable 
distribution of our own charity. 

In short we have reason to fear that the 
jtown of Boston which has always been fore- 
most in the cause of liberty and truth, whi 
has a natural detestation of slavery, whic 
‘strengthens with her growth and is con- 
}firmed by her religion, her mural feelings 
and her gratitude for her virtuous ancestors ;

For 
ourselves, while: we feel proud of the au- 
thor as ‘a countryman, we would wish him to 
be more chary of his fame, more continent, 
and, we had almost. said, less mercenary. 
But as life is bricf and ancertain, we could 
forgive him the’ haste, and even the careless- 
with whichhe sometimes writes, and 
i jor. of the pecuniary fruits of his 
genius—if we did not suspeét-him of secing 
visions to excite alarms, when they are ale 
ready too numerous, and of inditing letters 
in justification of deeds from which the poet 
and the man of genius should recoil with 
horror.—This we think is the more unpar- 
donable, as it proceeds from him who could 
so well pourtray the dogged magnanimity, the 
invincible fidelity, the deefe.sense and hatred 
of slavery and opftiression, and the unconquere 
able lové of liberty of the BuGLISH CHARAC- 
TER in the persons oftGurth, Cedric and 
Locksley.—The author of this Romance is 
not a man who can be blind to the dangers 
of severity ; he is not one of-those silly, or 
wicked persons, who are insensible or reck- 
less of the walue of political frincipies ; he 
is well aware that the greatest of our.ances- 
tors, the greatest mcn of antiquity, were 
moralists, legislators, politicians ; and that 
the fate and condition of our species depends 
on the soundness and wisdom of political 
measures ; he knows well that the noblest 
and mast gencrous natures are most apt to 
‘take an interest in politica—that the most 
‘ardent lovers of their country are most like 
to speak and act. with freedom, And ho 
must know the dariger to all that is great 
and good—to the peace and welfare of so- 
ciety—of clapping a padlock on the mouthis, 
and a deadly weight on the a peste the young, 
the honest, the »ifidependent ‘spirits; who 
have just leſt off their studies, and whose 
love of liberty, and honour, and justice, is 
redicatly a part of their natuse. Those who 
have got &rward and upward injife. may be 
entangled in its cares, deludad by fashion, 
eaten up with avarice, or seduced by ambi- 
tion ; but there are continually crops of 
men pushing forward, whose free young 
bloud and stout hearts must have scope ci- 
ther in a good path. or a. Uad. Let them 
whose business it is, therefofe, take care 
not to shut up'‘tlic former.
